THE LAW. 


The following is what the statutes ol Illi- 


nois s.iy about bribery at elections. 
A care- 


tul peru.sul of the same is recommended to 
ihe republican campaign committee that is 
oaded with in,000 of hooelle: 


"Section SK. 
Any peison who shall so- 


licii, leijuest, etemand or leceive, diiectly or 
miiireclly, any money, iutox-Icating liijiior 
or other thing of value, or the promise there- 
of, either to influence his vote, or to be used, 
ir m.d 'i the pretense of being used to pro- 
cme ih« vote of any other person 01 persons, 
or to be used at auy poll or other place mor 
to 01 on the day of an election lor or against 
any candidate for office, or fur or against 
any measure or question to be voted upon at 
such elec-tion, shall be deemed guilty of the 
infamous crime of biibery in elections, and 
upon conviction thereof, in any court of 
record, shall be sentenced to. disfranchise- 
rnent by the judge of such court for a term 
o£ not less than live nor more than fifteen 
years, and to the county jail not less than 
three memths nor more than one year, and 
to pay the cost eif prosecution and stand 
'oinmitted to the county jail until huch costs 
.shall be fully paid. That for a conviction 
ot a second offense under this section, tua 
liist being alle-ged and proven, such second 
offender shall be, by the sentence of the 
court, forever thereafter disfranchised and 
deprived of the right to veite at un election 
in this state, anel be imprisoned in the 
ctiunty jail not less than one year, and be 
committed tojail in default of payment of 
costs of prosecution until such cost-, are 
lully paid. Prosecutions may be bad under 
this section by indictment in the circuit 
court, or by information in the county 
courts, and the effect of a sentence of dis- 
franchisement in either of said courts, both 
having jurisdiction of offenses hereunder, 
shall be to deprive such persons sentenced 
ot the right to vote at any general or special 
election, or town meeting within this state 
for the period of time fixed by the court 


whore such person shall be convicted undi r 
this section. Any candidate or other per- 
son paying, furnishing or promising to pay 
or furnish or bribing Pifh person, wi'h 
money, intoxicating liquor or other thing df 
VdHie, or the promise thprpc.f, shall net be 
1'able to puuMimpnf therefor, but shall be 
a competent witness and compelled to tes 
tify in piosecutions under this section. 
Solicitation by any person of a loan of 
money, 01 the purchase of any thing of value, 
or of liquor by the di ink or treat to influ- 
ence or affi ct his vote, or any other subter- 
fuge, shall be deemed a violation hereof."
